they are the lowest for any 
week this year. 

This does not mean that the 
bottom has dropped out of the 
motor car business or that any- 
thing is wrong. Practically the 
same thing happened last year. 
it was due, principally, to the 
fact that several of the units at 
the Ford plant are not operat- 


ing and that the Chevrolet plant 
ai Flint has been taking inven- 
tery. When production falls off 
at these two large factories it 
usually makes a great difference 
jn the number of cars being 
Stipped ont of this territory. ) 
Many of the plants are busy mak- 
ing preparations to start produc- 
tion on new models. It is a huge 
task to change models and involves. 
in addition to training workmen 
on the new cars, a huge expendl- 
ture to make the change 
It is the aim of manufacturers 
to get am adequate supply of the 
new units in dealers’ showrooms all 
over the country before announce- 
ments are mace. Of course, this 
is not always accomplished, but it 
is a mark all the manufacturers

Several of the 
manufacturers of lower priced units 
also have made good reports in the 
last few days. 

Talk in Detroit is turning to the 
national shows to be held in New 
York aud Chicago, due to the fact 


that car makers are bending every 
effort to have their wares ready for 
display.

Revised indexes of factory em- 
ployment and pay rolls, derived 
chiefly from reports of the United 
States Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
are self-evident proof of the pros- 
perity and soundness of the auto- 
mobile and tire industries 


Pay Rolls Rise 
January, 1925, factory pay 
rolls in automobile plants, based cn 
a level of 100, have shown a steady 
upward trend. The indexes show 
120 in September, as against 128 
in the previous month, 147 in May 
and 152 in April and 148 in March 
of this year

In volume of employment in au- 


tomobile factories this year April 
records the largest number of 
workers, with an index of 131, as 
against 113 in September and 115 
in August. Other high months this 


year were March and May 
Reports reaching the Department 


of Labor during last month show 
that there was the usual seasonal 
curtailment of employment in au- 


tomobile factories 
Part-Time Schedules 

In the Detroit industrial district, 
the surplus of labor was apparent 
throughout October. Although none 
of the automobile factories was 
closed, practically all operated om 
part-time schedules. 

Even though operating part time, 
automobile factories in Flint em-« 
ployed full forces. Motor car plant@ 
in Grand Rapids operated on parte 
time schedules, while in Albion, @ 
slight improvement was noted in 
automobile factories.

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LONG credit terms are at the 
4 P . 

root of many evils in the au- 
tomotive jobbing industry. They 
lead to slow turnover on the part 
of the retail accessories and parts 
dealer, tend toward price cutting, 
increase the number of bankrupt- 
cies and in general demoralize and 
lower the sales volume of the en- 
tire industry. 

All this can be changed if manu- 
facturers and wholesalers have the 
courage to follow the course adopted 
in isolated cases in other trades 
facing exactly the same problem. 
!In one city, in a trade that, so far 
as its problems are concerned, is like 
|all other trades, the wholesalers 
| were finding it very difficult to col- 
lect what was due them. Retailers 
were doing less and less business, 
price cutting was rampant and 
| bankruptcies frequent 

These wholesalers finally realized 
|that unless something drastic was 
|done they would Mave to go out of 
business. They talked the matter 
over. Finally one wholesaler after 
'another adopted the policy that no 
| credit would be extended to any re- 
|tailer who did not keep accurate 
cost records and submit a certified 
profit and loss statement every 
month. 

Credit losses s«nmediately de- 
| creased, terms were shortened, the 
retailers ceased to cut prices, sales 
volume increased and good business 
resulted where there had been chaos 
before. It was discovered that most 
of the trouble arose because credit 
was being extended to retailers who 
knew little or nothing about the 
true conditions of their business. 

Much the same is true of the 
automotive jobbing industry. Let 
those who extend credit to the re- 
tailer adopt sound policies and make 
it a condition of credit extension 
that the retailers submit a profit 
land loss statement on request and 
soon there will be little to complain 
about in regard to long credit terms.
